Smallpox has assumed almost epidemic proportions. Among 
foreigners 11 cases are reported present in hospital with additional 
cases scattered throughout the foreign settlement. The cases amon 
natives are numerous, but no approximately accurate estimate o 
the number is obtainable. 

There have been no cases of smallpox during the present epidemic 
among persons who had been successfully cao ore within 3 years. 
There have been 2 mild cases among those unsuccessfully vaccinated 
about 9 months ago and successfully vaccinated a number of years 
previously. Two deaths occurred among persons successfully vacci- 
nated in childhood but not vaccinated later, and 1 death of an 
unvaccinated person is reported.
